antisemitic activities in Western Ger- 
many, and urged the Executive at. all 
times to call to the notice of all 
branches the necessity for bringing 
such matters to the attention of their 
local Members of Parliament. 

The Executive was asked to set up a 
-. sub-committee to watch developments in 
Western Germany, 


An emergency resolution, submitted by 


Scottish Ajex, suggesting that German 
goods be boycotted, was withdrawn after 
discussion. | 
Before presenting his report, the Chair- 
man, Major S.-C. Speelman, asked dele- 
gates. to observe a minute's silence for 
the fallen and especially for their late 
President, Lord Morris of Kenwood. 


Strengthening Branches . 

In his. report, Major  Speelman 

expressed .the hope that all members 
would ** share the burden ”’ and thus help 
to develop Ajex. They had just acquired 
new premises and they would not have 
taken this step unless they had confi- 
~ dence in the Association and its develop- 
ment. 
It was impossible to say. what their 
strength was, because of lack of co- 
opefation by ‘some branches in making 
returns, But it would be a matter of 
priority. for the inconting Executive to 
find ways of strengthening branches and 
enrolling national ex-Servicemen. — .In 
visiting branches, particularly in the 
provinces, he had, he said, found that 
Ajex was playing a leading part in local 
activities. They must not underrate the 
good work being done in the field of 
public relations by the Association. 

Welfare work, he added, was now 
being financed through a charitable trust. 
But they were in urgent need of funds 
to finance headquarters, which cost about 
£3,000 a year to run, He believed that 
“ capitation. fees”’ from branches could 
be doubled. Increased membership was 
the answer to their financial problem.

CAIRO JEWS DENY “SPY” CHARGES 
Alleged Maltreatment of Woman 


Cairo, Thursday 


Allegations that she had been maltreated by her interrogators during 
preliminary investigations were made by Victorine Nino, one of 13 
Jews being tried by the Supreme Military Tribunal here on charges of 
spying for Israel and attempting to blow up buildings in Cairo and 
Alexandria. Two of the accused are women. All have pleaded not guilty. 

_ Two other Jews who are said to have escaped from the country are 
being tried in their absence. The French and West German Consuls are 
attending the trial, as one of the accused is a French citizen and another 


a German. 


: When the trial opened last Saturday the court rejected a 
prosecution request that the hearings should be secret. 


The prosecution 


has demanded the death sentence for the 13 accused Jews. 


SHARETT’S PROTEST 


** Medieval Inquisition ”

JERUSALEM 

A strong protest against the trial. of 
Jews in Cairo has been voiced in the 
Knesset by Mr. Moshe Sharett, the 
The matter has also 
been discussed at. emergency meet- 
ings of the Knesset. Foreign Affairs 
Committee. 
Speaking. in Parliament on Monday, 
Mr. Sharett said that they regarded the 
Jews falsely charged by the Egyptian 
authorities as “victims of: implacable 
hostility’ against Israel and the Jewish 
people: Hf the crime of the accused was 
Zionism and devotion to Israel, u° was a 
crime committed by. multitudes of Jews 
the world over. 

The Premier called on all those anxious 
to “uphold peace, stability, and human 
relations between peoples’ to prevent 
this dangerous miscarriage of justice. He 
recalled that-in his address to the Knesset 
on November. 15 he had referred to a 
plot being hatched in Alexandria—a 
show trial of Jews from whom confes- 
sions to imaginary crimes. appeared to 
have been extorted by 
torture... That sombre foreboding had 
come true. as could be seen from. the 


statement by Victorine Nino, one of the | 


accused. who told the military court in 
Cairo that she had been tortured and 


forced to admit the perpetration of crimes: 


she had never committed. 
The Israeli Government, added Mr. 
Sharett, raised its voice in the strongest 


protest. against this attempt to perpetrate | 
‘the methods of the medieval inquisition. 


It rejected most emphatically the fan- 
tastic libels in the indictment.

She said that she was introduced to 
various members of the group as their

Denying a prosecution allegation that

Spokesmen of all parties joined in 
a debate in the 
Parliament last

delays in implementing the Federal 
programme to indemnify victims of 
Nazism. | 

The debate followed a demand by the 


Social Democratic Party that next year’s 


Government grant for indemnification 
purposes be increased from 160,000,000 
to 250,000,000 marks (from £13,000,000 


“to £20,000 000). 


The Socialisis also demanded that the 


Federal Chancellor and the heads of. 


States take over personal responsibilit 
for indemnification. matters, and that: all. 
indemnification claims be given sympa- 
thetic consideration. 
Misleading Figures 

Dr. Adolf Arndt (Socialist) criticised 
a recent article in the official Govern- 
ment information. bulletin which had 
created the impression that 95 per cent 
of all cases had: been settled. But.in 


the American zone, for example—and in 


this area most progress had been made 
— only 136,724 of the 501,113 claims 
submitted in five years had been settled, 
these only 70,569 had heen 
decided positively. 

Professor Franz Boehm (Christian 
Democratic Union), who headed the 
German ‘delegation to the reparations 
negotiations . with 
indemnification programme as completely 
inadequate. While the reparations agree- 
ment with Israel was. being implemented 
smoothly, individual indemnification was 
unsatisfactory. He, too, demanded that 
Dr. Adenauer, the Chancellor, : should 
take over personal responsibility for the 
settlement of indemnification claims. 

Dr. Hans Reif (Free Democratic 
Party). said that all claims should. be 
dealt. with immediately and ina 
generous manner.. 

Winding up the debate, Dr. Alfred 
Hartmann, Secretary of State. in the 
Federal Ministry of Finance, claimed that 
much progress had been made, but 


admitted that complaints of delay were 


justified. He believed that the 160,000,000 
marks earmarked for indemnification 
would be sufficient.. His Ministry would 
make special additional allocations if 
necessary. 

The Socialist demand for an increase 
to. 250,000,000 marks was passed to the 
Budgetary Committee of the Lower 
House. 


1,120 IMMIGRANTS FROM

SYRIAN AIRLINER FREED

A Syrian airliner which was forced 
by Israeli Mustang fighters to land at

Their release was ordered after the

inquiry into the affair. 
ccording to an Israeli Army spokes- 

man, the airliner, a Dakota on its way 
to Cairo from Damascus, was intercepted 
by two Israeli fighters while flying inside 
the prohibited area along the Israeli 
coast, One passenger, an American Citi- 
zen, was allowed to continue his journey 
soon after the aircraft landed. : 

Five of the ten occupants of the ’pla 
were freed on Monday. 

This incident followed the “ disap- 
pearance” last week of five Israeli 
soldiers who were on patrol in 
border area. 


Syrian Army headquarters claimed that 
the soldiers had crossed the frontier and 
surrendered after clashing with a Syrian 
force.

New YorK 

A programme to aid Jews in 
Europe, North Africa, Israel, and 
other parts of the world was drawn 
up at the 16th annual convention of 
the United Jewish Appeal, held here 
last week-end, 

Mr. Rudolph Sonneborn, the National 
Chairman, told. the delegates, . who 
numbered over 1,000, that, from 1939 to 
the end of 1955, American Jewry would 
have made available $1,000,000,000. for 
L.J.A. activities throughout the world. 
In 1954 the. U.J.A. ratsed about 
$63,000,000, as well as an equivalent 
amount in the form of a loan to enable 
Israel to consolidate — its 
indebtedness. 

Next year, he-said, American Jewry 
would be asked to raise nearly 
$100,000,000. to finance the emergency 
emigration, settlement, welfare, and 


rehabilitation programmes to be carried: 
.out by the U.J.A.'s agencies. 


At least 30,000 North African Jews, 
said Mr. Sonneborn, would be moved to 
Israel in. the coming year, but Israel 
could not afford to receive these destitute

Dr. Joseph J. Schwartz, the Executive 
Vice-Chairman, said that the U.J.A. hoped 
to carry out the following programme in 
the coming year:

Reporting on the annual parade, Major 
Speelman said that no one could say 
the event had been lacking in quality, 
He was disappointed at the numbers, but 
they need not be unduly depressed at 
this. Numbers had also dropped, per- 
haps even more, at comparable gather- 
ings. Some people had again questioned 
the wisdom of continuing the parade. 
THe JeEwtsH CHRONICLE in particular had 


mystified him a little. Recently the lead-. 


ing Jewish organ in this country had 
suggested that the parade.be called off. 
Yet only a fortnight previously it had 
made an exhortation for rededication. 
That rededication had been made. It was 
the Executive’s view that the parade 
should continue. He, personally, had 
always regarded the parade as part of 
the Jewish communal year.

The Treasurer, Mr. A. W. Berman, 


who. expressed his regret that he was 


compelled to retire after four years in 


office, also emphasised the need for 
additional income to finance the work.

David Wigman said that there had been 
increased donations from branches for 
this work, but many branches with ample 
reserves had not contributed.. They had 
nearly 1,300 cases. on. their files—176 
were new applications submitted in the 
past year. 

Mr. J. D. Mack (Portsmouth) reported 
that his branch had contributed to the 
erection of the new Plasma Home in 
Portsmouth. 

In his membership report, Mr.-M. D. 
Sellwood said that they had over 4,000 
paid-up members, but from the number 
onthe roll of the branches the actual 
number of members was probably more 
than double this figure. There was, he 
added, a proposal to have an inter-branch 
competition to encourage recruiting. He 
appealed to branches to try to enlist the 
350 Jewish National ex-Servicemen who 
had just completed their training. 


Recruiting Drive 


His appeal for a national recruiting 
drive in the coming year was endorsed 
by Major Speelman. 

‘Submitting the anti-defamation report, 
Mr. H. Myers said that the Union Move- 
ment had nominated candidates in North 
and East London for the L.C.C, elec- 
tions. The community, he said, looked to 
Ajex to carry on the fight against anti- 
semitism and fascism. 

In connection. with German rearma- 
ment, he said he believed that nothing 


but harm could result from the. Paris 


agreements. - But it was difficult to make 
non-Jews see the dangers when the Jews 
themselves were apathetic. 

He agreed with several speakers who 
Suggested that Ajex should champion 
coloured people in this country who were 
now being singled out for attack by the 
fascists. He also referred to the possi- 
bility of a new nation-wide . campaign 
against shechita. | 
Dr. Keopelowitz (Newcastle) said there 
was a danger of over-stating the Ajex 
case on rmany, The Association 
Should not forget that it was the policy 
of the Government to rearm Germany. 
_ Major Lionel Rose, M.B.E., said that 
in every party and in every walk. of life 
there were people who opposed German 
rearmament. Jews should tell their M.P.s 
what they thought about this question. 

Commander: F. Ashe Lincoln, Q.C., 
said that antisemitism throughout the 
world was one problem: the question of 
German rearmament was only a part of 
that problem, At the same time it must 
be realised that antisémitism in this 
country might easily crop up again in 
Stronger form in a period of economic 
crisis, In connection with the fight 
against German rearmament, he sug- 
gested that the position of Ajex had been 
weakened by the Israeli-German repara- 
tions agreement. This treaty made it 


difficult to conduct a campaign to boy- - 


cott German goods, as had been sug- 
gested by some speakers. He thought it 


might be better to take some action 


against Austria, which had proved 
uncooperative in regard to Jewish claims. 

Intervening in the debate, Major Speel- 
man endorsed the remarks made about

Chief Rabbi’s Lecture 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Jewish education had both positive 
and negative aspects, said the Chief 
Rabbi, when he spoke on “ The Aims 
of Jewish Education” at a meeting 
held under the auspices of the Federa- 
tion of Zionist Youth at Seymour 
Hall, London, W., last week. 
Donald Silk, Chairman of the F.Z.Y., 
presided, 

Rabbi Brodie said that Zionism had 
a réle to play by endeavouring, through 
education, to maintain a_ lively link 


between the Land of Israel and the lands 


outside. That could be pursued even if 


- Zionists outside Israel did not feel the 


urge to join their fellows in the Jewish 


State. 


Dealing with the negative aspects of 
Jewish education, he said that their 
ursue an educational pro- 

amme which would give them a work- 
ing knowledge of Jewish cultural values 
and enable them to preserve their Jewish 
identity in lands where Jews were living 
in an environment which must sap_ their 


Jewishness and their instinctive desire to - 
remain separate, and where the forces of 


assimilation were strong. 
Appreciating Israeli Culture 


On the positive side, the Chief Rabbi 
went on, a Jewish educational programme 
must have the object of teaching Jews to 
appreciate those influences which came 
from Israel, and also the poetry, art, and 
the variety of expressions of the human 
spirit which flowered there. 

When he looked ahead, Rabbi Brodie 
said, he could see great things if the 
younger generation were given greater 
access without tears to Jewish know- 
ledge. He would like to see that genera- 
tion growing stronger in their attachment 
to the Jewish religion and: to Jewish 
values; in other words, being educated. 

It was, the Chief Rabbi said, difficult 
to be a Jew in the Diaspora. Yet any- 
body who was conscious of the Jewish 
past and of the Jewish future; of the 
wonderful martyrdom of great and lowly 
men; who appreciated through a know- 
ledge of the Bible and of Jewish history 
the events of their own day; who felt 
how important were the high aims of 
Jewish education which strove to make 
civilised and better men of them all, must 
draw one conclusion: that they must be 
roudly and humbly associated with the

Loyalty to Clubs 
Discussed 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An all-day conference devoted to 
the question of 
civic, to the club, and the club move- 


_ ment—was held by the Members’ 


Council of the Association for Jewish 
Youth at the Brady Girls’ Club and 
Settlement, Hanbury Street, London, 
E., on Sunday. 

Mr. M. Lubin, the Chairman, who 
presided, stated that inter-club visits had 

ad to be discarded because of lack of 
support. criticised the attitude. of 
some managers of clubs and said the 
Council would be greatly strengthened if 
the managers. took more interest. 

The question of non-Jewish members 
of Jewish clubs was discussed at a brains 
trust, the members of which were Miss 
K. Lewis (Willesden Jewish Youth 
Centre), Mr. G. Davis (Hon. Secretary, 
Hackney Associated Clubs), Mr. M. 
Freedland (Vice-Chairman, 
Council), and’Miss B. Zimmer (Members’ 
Council Executive), 3 

Miss Zimmer said that in the area: of 
her club [Oxford and St. George's] the 
residents were mostly non-Jewish. If the 
non-Jewish children became members the 
club would cease to be Jewish and might 
have to close down. On the other hand. 
it was difficult to refuse admission to 


non-Jewish children. 


Non-Jewish Members 


Miss Lewis stated that when a_non- 
Jewish youth came to the club he should 
be made welcome, but it should be 


- pointed out that it was a Jewish club. 


The club, said Mr. Davis, should not 
only. serve the Jewish youth but the 
whole community. He referred to the 
great anger felt by many Jews when they 
heard that some Jew had been refused 
admission by a golf club. Surely. the 
Jew should. not adopt 
attitude of refusing non-Jews admission 
to the club. 


There was more general agreement on: 


the question of synagogue clubs and the 
problems facing them, . Miss Lewis said 
that the use of the premises was restricted 
and that the premises were frequently 
wanted by other organisations. The 
synagogue club was the poor relation of 
the synagogue, she went on. The club 
should have separate premises. 

The synagogue club, said Mr. Davis, 
should be abolished as soon as possible. 


The club was constantly under the whip. 


of the synagogue management. 
Regarding the organisation .of the 
A.J.Y. and the réle played by individua! 
members and their representatives, Mr. 
Davis stated that the Members’ Council

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


RESISTANCE TO TEMPTATION 


But he refused. . . . (Gen. 
XXXix, 8.) 


NON-JEWISH author wrote 
a book, called “ Sermons in 
Accents,” on the signs used 
in the Hebrew Bible to indicate the 
traditional cantillation. He rightly 
observed that, in addition to their 


musical value, the accents are a 


commentary to Scripture. By means 
of the musical notation certain 
words are emphasised and brought 
into prominence; others. are 
brought together in a special way ; 
joyful passages are recited with an 
exhilarating swing, mournful pas- 
Sages as a slow dirge; and in this 
way the text is made to live in the 
minds of those who hear it read. 
An excellent example of this inter- 


pretative réle of the accents is the 


note on the word Vayemaen, the 
in. our text for ~“ but 
he refused.” This is a shalshelet, a 
long, drawn-out, wavering note, used 
elsewhere in the Bible for = such. 
phrases as “and he tarried.” It seems 
quite incongruous here in the verse 
describing Joseph’s refusal to sin. Of 
all the notes it is the least stable. It 
expresses vacillation where we would 
expect firm resolve. 


ET, on reflection, may it not be 

that this note was deliberately 
chosen to convey the thought that 
even the greatest of men. does not 
estape from temptation without a 
severe internal struggle ? 
refused, suggest those responsible for 
the cantillation, but only after he had 
wrestled with his conscience ; his vic- 
tory was not won lightly. According 
to the sages, Joseph would in fact 


have yielded had he not conjured to 


mind the image of his father to 
strengthen him in his resolve. —- 

How true to life this is! What a 
mistake to think of the religious 
person who disciplines himself in 
obedience to his faith as one who 
nothing of the anguish of 
giving up cherished desires, as one to 
whom Sturm und Drang are foreign.

What he told me makes it clear that 


his Bill would undermine the whole basis 


of shechita. The effect of the Bill would 
be to make compulsory the electrical 
stunning of animals before slaughter. 

Mr, Crouch was quick to maintain, 
however, that he did not want to inter- 
fere in any way with ritual slaughter. 
“The rabbi would still carry on his 
religious slaughter,’ he said, “but I 
want the animal to be electrically stunned 
and unconscious before it is killed.” 


. The 1933 Act 
The 1933 Act States that all animals 
must be humanely killed or electrically 
stunned before slaughter, Exemption 
was given to members of the Jewish and 


Mohammedan faiths, and it. is this 
exemption that Mr. Crouch’s Bill seeks 
to delete. 


He told me that when the original Bill 
was introduced the electrical Stunner was 
not available for bovines. Since the war, 
however, it had been efficiently designed 
to deal with bovines, and he saw no 
reason why ‘it should not be used for 
the Jewish method of ritual slaughter. 

Mr. Crouch said that the electrical 
stunner had been compulsorily used in 
Switzerland, and on July | of this year 
it had been made compulsory 
the whole of Scandinavia. In Germany 
there had not been any ritual slaughter. 

He added that he had received a large 
mailbag on the subiect and that there 


was much support for his proposal.

President’s Survey 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Reviewing the “ past .of great 
and important activicy’ y the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, at its 82nd annual 
meeting, held at 33 Seymour Place, 
W., on Sunday, ihe President, Mr. 
R. N. Carvalho, defined the approach 
of the Association to several major 
problems facimg Anglo-Jewry as a 
whole, including its attitude to Ger- 
many and Israel. 

Moving the adoption of the annual 
report, Mr. Carvalho declared that no 
one should underestimate the value of 
the Association as a communal forum 
for the serious consideration of many 
important problems, and the opportunity 
it afforded distinguished thinkers and 
scholars to put forward their views, 

The President. referred particularly to 
the establishment of the Jewish Hospi- 
tality Association for Overseas Students 
{mainly through the instrumentality of 
the Administrative Committee under Mr. 
Lawrence Jacobs), the launching of the 
scheme for English books for ical by 
the Charitable Trusts and Education 
Committee (of which Mr. A. S. Diamond 
is Chairman), and that committee’s 
assistance for the Selim School in Aden, 
the Evelina de Rothschild School in Jeru- 
salem, and the. Jewish community in 
Yugoslavia, . 


Belief in Galut's Future 


In a reference to the Foreign Affairs 
Committee (under the chairmanship of 
Mr. R. Landman), Mr..Carvalho pointed 
oul that it had “ very usefully considered 
its policy and emphasised the belief of 
this Association that the Jewish com- 
munities in the Diaspora have an tmpor- 
tant future and that we as British Jews 
do not consider ourselves to be ‘in 
exile.” Of: further importance is the 
view that Anglo-Jewry has a_ political 
importance independent of so-called inter- 
national Jewish organisations. 

“The problem of Germany and_ its 
gradual acceptance into the framework 
of the Wes! ern nations,” the President 
went on, “1s a matter which obviously 
concerns all. citizens of this country, not 
only us Jews. Nevertheless, it is quite 
natural for us to be especially sensitive 
about the many signs in Germany that 
Nazism is not yet dead, and that the 


Germans as a whole appear to wish to 


sink into oblivion the terrible deeds com- 
mitted by the Germans only ten years 
ago and the wounds they inflicted on 
Jews as a whole and on many European 
countries,” 

Referring to the “moral issue 
involved in the reparations claims against 
Germany, Mr. Carvalho said that repara- 
tions should not be interpreted as a sign 
of forgetfulness or even . forgiveness. 
He continued: ‘* While it may be in the 
interests of Israel both to accept the 


’ money and to establish normal diplomatic 


relations with Germany, the seems little 
ground for the Jewish communities of 
the Diaspora or its representative bodies 


playing the host and shaking hands with 


the representatives of Germany. That 
these individual representatives may be 
fine men. who may have opposed the 


‘Nazis must be ignored while they are 


the representative leaders of Germany.”

“ Another matter closely related to our 
foreign affairs work,” the President said, 
**is the series of discussions which have 
taken place with the Board of Deputies, 
and the British sections of international 


Jewish bodies [World Jewish Congress, 


Agudas Israel, and World Union for 
Progressive Judaism] on the whole ques- 
tion’ of co-ordination in the field of 
foreign affairs. . ... The problem is by 
no means solved, and the machinery for 
such consultation has not yet been estab- 
lished, but I am glad to say th 
discussions have been cordial and pur- 
poseful, carried out in what I am sure 
is a Sincere desire to reach a useful con- 
clusion. I am not. divulging any con- 
fidence if I say quite frankly that the 
A.J.A. considers itself to be a different 
sort of body from. the British sections of 
the three international Jewish _ bodies 
which have taken part in these discus- 
sions. Apart from the Board, we are 
the only wholly British body concerned 
with foreign affairs work, and, what is 
more, we have been doing it for longer 
than most other bodies. It will, there- 
fore, be understood that negotiations of 
this kind are delicate, to say the least, 
since international bodies have more than 
one voice—by which I mean they can 
speak at a British level, or they can speak 
at a European level, and then even at an 
international level. We can only speak 
at a British level and on behalf of our 
membership and the view it represents. 
I am only telling you this because I 
want you to realise that it is not merely 
a question of five organisations comin 
together and deciding how best to wor 
in co-operation and in concert. The five 
organisations are different sorts of orga- 
nisations, and their representation on a 
co-ordinating body must inevitably be 
difficult and must take different forms.

It meant a 
lot to all of us to have something 
on the side; it may not actually 
have abated one’s hunger, but it 
satisfied the eye and had, therefore, 
a beneficial psychological effect. 
Many of us, however, were search- 
ing for something more—for a sign. 
Religious conviction, true faith in the

and many of my friends, were eagerly 
looking forward to the approach of 
Chanucah. This wonderful V-Day of 


the few, the weak and the righteous, 


we felt; might well bring about a turn 
for the better even to those who were 
starving in an aeroplane factory about 
100 kilometres from Buchenwald. We 
simply had to kindle a Chanucah 
light, and to be able to recite a 
Shehechiyanu. 

_ Two problems had to be faced: 
How to get the oil, and where. to 
kindle the light ? 

There was, of course, enough oil 
in our factory to satisfy the demand 
of world Jewry, but how were we to 
get just the ten drops into our 
barracks ? Who was going to risk 
his neck on a sabotage charge, if 
caught? © We were well aware that 
according to the Din we were not 
compelled to risk our lives for the 


sake of Ner Chanucah:; but, surely, 


we felt, we must have at least as much 
messirat Nefesh for our spiritual needs 


as we have for an extra plate of soup. ; 


The spirit of sacrifice implanted in 
our ancestors. throughout the ages 
seemed to challenge us. It seemed to 


us that we, who clung to our tradi-' 


tions, were in great spiritual as well 


as’ physical distress, and that it was_ 


the “inner point” within us craving 
for spiritual satisfaction that suffered 
most. 


We decided to draw lots. Five 
names were placed in a cap; the 
first to be drawn would. have to steal 
the oil, the third would be responsible 
for smuggling it into the living 
quarters, and the fifth would have to 
light it under his bed. My name was 
drawn fifth. _Chanucah night arrived ; 
we stood “Appell” in the snow- 
covered yard, my. friend holding the 
“stolen” oil tightly under his coat. 
Everything went according to plan. 


While everyone sat down to their litre 


of soup, | prepared the “ Menorah,” 
an empty half of a’ shoe-polish tin 
with a few threads from my blanket 
as a wick. Then .came disappoint- 
ment; we had all forgotten about 
matches! I rushed over to the table 
and within a few minutes five plates 
of soup and three portions of bread 


were “exchanged” for one cigarette, — 


and the cigarette was “ presented” to 
the Polish “chef” in the kitchen for 
borrowing matches without questions. 

Within a few minutes a small 
Chanucah light flickered slowly under 
my wooden bunk. We were all carried 
away with it into the past. 
a4 panoramic screen, we saw our 
homes, our parents, brothers, and 
sisters gathered round our beautiful 
Menorahs singing Maoz Tzur, The 
tiny little Jight under my bunk set our 
hearts ablaze. 
down our cheeks as if they were trying 


to bring our burning hearts under 


control. All the 80 inmates in my 


barrack, religious or not, sat silently 


filléd with emotion. 

But our dreams were too 
lived. A roar of “ Achtung ” brought 
our minds back to reality, and our 
legs to attention. Our ruthless Sturm- 


fiihrer, accompanied by his savage 


Alsatian, paid us surprise visit. 


“ Hier stinkts ja von Ohl,” he yelled, 


sniffing the oil fumes from the 
Menorah. He began to parade along 
the long line of bunks as if he were 
inspecting a guard of honour. My 
heart missed a few beats and my eyes 


$tared down at my little Chanucah 


light flickering away quite undisturbed. 
I did not dare bend down; the dog 
would have attacked me. mercilessly. 


* * * 


Suddenly the S.S. man_ stopped. 
Screaming sirens brought him to a 
standstill. “Fliegeralarm!  Flieger- 
alarm!” he — shouted. * Licht 
ausmachen—alles *raus, alles ‘raus !” 

In bewildered delight I grabbed my 
little Chanucah light and ran out. It 
had happened. This was the sign, the 
Ness Chanucah, the recognition of our 
sacrifice and of our struggle against 
the temptations involved in our afflic- 
tion.. We had been helped by the 
Almighty to withstand them. 

Outside, with the drone of heavy 
bombers over our heads, I kept on

RELIGIOUS PROBLEM IN ISRAEL 


“ Kulturkampf” Symptoms 
| From GOLDA ZIMMERMAN, our Jerusalem Correspondent 


_ The opening of a club for children 
in a building standing between 
Musrara and Mea Sh’arim; a truck 
or lorry full of passengers moving 
out of Jerusalem on a Saturday morn- 
ing; these would seem to be events 


of little importance, yet they suc- 


ceeded in shattering the peace of Jeru- 
salem. The inhabitants of Mea 
Sh’arim see in this club, run on free, 
to them almost unlicensed, lines, a 
threat to the moral integrity of their 
own children; while the practice of 
vehicles of whatever kind leaving Jeru- 
salem on Saturdays for trips outside 
is regarded by them as a violation of 
the regulation against public transport 
on the Sabbath. 

The sympathy which these extreme 
Orthodox people command outside their 
own ranks has been largely dissipated by 
the lengths to which they have gone in 
defending their point of view. — But 
ordinary standards of conduct cannot be 
applied to fanatics of this type. Fidelity 
to the. minutiz of religious observance 
imposed. by rabbinic edict is to them 
their very raison d'éire; they are prepared 
to sacrifice their lives to this cause: they 
have already given up a great deal of 
material comfort for it. 

Missionary Activity 

Against these sentiments must be 
weighed those of the labour groups, who 
opened a club for children in a_neigh- 
bourhood where there is much missionary 
activity. and where many children run 


wild in the streets while their mothers 


are at work. They reject categorically 
any suggestion that an.area in the State 
of Israel can be closed to their laudable 
endeavours. Nevertheless, a solution to 
this particular problem is being sought 
in the removal of the club from. its 
present premises to some other building, 
mainly because the Neturei Karta have 
made it a practical impossibility to main- 
tain it where it is. = 

The question of interference © with 
Sabbath traffic is more complex. The 
inhabitants of Mea Sh’arim, after the 
incidents in the past, when. they stoned 
and burned cars, have managed literally 
to close. their own district to traffic on 
the Sabbath by erecting. a road-block in 
the main highway, which is put in place 


on Friday afternoons, This has been 
more or less tacitly accepted. But by 
what right, their opponents ask, do they 
try to block traffic in other parts of the 
city 2. The Mea Sh’arim answer is that 
it was agreed, and there is a regulation 


to that effect, that public transport is 


forbidden on the Sabbath, and using 
trucks or lorries instead of buses does 
not palliate, the offence. 

Club and traffic, and ihe ugly dis- 
turbances which have arisen around them, 
are only symptoms of the much deeper 
question whether, and if so how, reli- 
gious Jews can live together with non- 
religious and anti-religious Jews in a 
Jewish State. _ Civil marriage, conscrip- 
tion of girls, pig-breeding—these are 
different facets of the same question. — 


Stubborn Resistance 


For 2,000 years the Jewish people have 
maintained a stubborn resistance both to 
persecution and to 


own way. of life. Shall. they now 
perpetitate so absurd a pafadox, asks 
the religious Jew, as voluntarily to 
destroy all they have so painfully kept 
alive ? 

But, answers the non-religious, as well 
as the anti-religious, Jew, we gave our 
lives to fight and to struggle and to 
build a Jewish State, so that we could 
live the. kind of life we wanted—io go 
through whatever form of marriage we 
choose, to eat pork if we so fancy, to 
spend our day of rest in a way most 
enjoyable to us. 3 

Can that enormous gap be bridged ? 
There are many in Israel today, either 
themselves caught up in this conflict or 
who are watching its unhappy manifesta- 
tions, who are reluctantly beginning to 
think that the answer to that question 
is m the negative, that, indeed, Israel 
will split up into two States, or that 
religious Jews will have to confine them- 


‘selves to a ghetto and so turn back the 


pages of Jewish history. 

Others for whom. religion is a matter 
of - indifference over-simplify the issue. 
You live’ as strictly Orthodox a lhife 
as you wish, and let us do as we like,” 
they say. But there is no easy solution, 


A lack of religious leaders has aggra- 
vated the problem. Israel appears today 


to have no spiritual giants like those 
who at various stages in Jewish history 


arose to meet the need of their particular

Had there been no religious parties -there 
would have been littie religious practice 
left in public life. and religious 
groups took on -political form because 


of the constitution of the Zionist Move- 


ment and later of the State itself. . 

-It must also be remembered that there 
are extremes. on. both sides. On the 
right, the Neturei Karta and even some 
sections of the Aguda put religious obser- 
vance before the State—in fact, . they 
refuse to recognise the. State, because, 
they say, it is not based on the Torah. 


On the left, the Communists, Mapa 
and even some among Mapai woul 
banish any trace of Judaism from Israel, 
except for private practice by individuals, 
In between lie the Mizrachi parties, 
particularily the Hapoel! Hamizrachi, who 
claim to have found a synthesis between 
religious tradition and modern require- 
menits—as old as the law of Moses and 
as new as the nationalisation of steel, 
has been said of their ideology. They 
claim a programme could be drawn up 
by which religious and irreligious Jews 
could live together in Isracl. It- should 
be based on the principle that private 
lives must not be interfered with, but 
in. public life respect must be accorded 
by everyone to Jewish forms and tradi- 


tions which have been hallowed by faith 


and custom. Thus, they say, ports, air- 
fields, railways; buses must be idle on the 
Sabbath, By the same token, marrias 
and divorce must be solemnised only 
according to Jewish law in order to safee 
guard the purity of family life. 
Negative Attitude to State 

They regard the methods of the 
Neturei Karta, and the negative attitude 
towards the State of Israel which those 
methods reflect, as regrettable, but they 
would preach tolerance of the eccentrici- 
ties of this section, arguing that if reform 
is netded it can be brought about by 
education and persuasion, but never by 
force. These concepts are. probably 


‘acceptable to some extent to the majorily 


of present-day Israelis, but in practice 
they do not provide the longed-for solu- 
tion, because ohly a narrow gap separates 


private from. public life. Marriage and - 
divorce affect the structure of the entire 


nation, but they are also private affairs, 
It. may be a public affront to display 
pork and bacon for sale in Jerusalem, 
but the consumption of these, forbidden 
meats is a matter of personal decision, 

During the main part of Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’s tenure of office as Prime Minis- 


ter he attempted to stave off these ques- . 


tions, dealing only with such as came to 
the forefront in Coalition difficulties.” Mr. 
Sharett is more sympathetic towards. reli- 
jous susceptibilities, but commands 
ittle support in his own party. for this 
attitude. Neither has yet faced up to 
the. real issue, but, then, neither have 
the religious leaders, except, perhaps, 
Rabbi Maimon, who, from the beginning, 
pleaded for a Sanhedrin.

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ARABS & REGIONAL 
DEFENCE 


Price of Co-operation 
By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


The meeting of the Arab League’s 
Council, which ended this week in 
Cairo, was not without its importance, 
though opinions in London vary con- 
siderably as to its significance. 

It is apparent, of course, that there has 
been a fairly marked swing among the 
Arab States away from neutralism and 
towards closer co-operation in matters of 
defence with the Western Powers. This 
in itself is of some importance, but it is 
as well to recognise the motive which 
prompts the Arab States, as well as the 
price which the West will be expected to 
pay. It must be realised that the Arab 
States are less interested in what they 
regard as the hypothetical danger of a 
Russian attack than in procuring for 
themselves the largest possible supply of 
Western arms, | | 


Revision of Treaties 


For this purpose they are prepared 
to sacrifice their neutralist — policy 
in favour of a closer understanding 
with the West. At the 
however, it has been. made perfectly 
clear that both Iraq and Jordan expect 
to. see favourable’ revisions of their 
treaties with Britain, and the intention 
of the Arab League to “maintain a 
watch on developments in the dispute 
between Britain and the Yemen over the 
Aden Protectorate * can only be inter- 
preted as meaning that they will do what 
they can to support the Imam’s claims. 

So far as treaty revisions are con- 


~ cerned, the fears which were expressed at 


the time of the negotiations over the 
Suez Canal base are being justified, for 
it will be noted that Iraq is demanding 
British evacuation of its important air 
bases at Habbaniyah. and Shaibah, and it 
is suggested that British forces should be 
allowed to return only in the event of 
an attack on one of the Arab League 
States or on Turkey or Persia. : 
There is no. use. pretending that 
Britain’s position in the Middle East is 
going to be strengthened by. withdrawal 
from Iraq, and it is not éasy to follow 
Mr.  Shabander, the Iraqi Foreign 
Minister;. when he describes such an 
agreement as “a necessary step towards 
ending -a vacuum. in Middle East 
defence.” The Jordanians, on the other 
hand, who live next to Israel, whence 
they believe an attack upon them might 
come (despite the Tripartite Declaration. 
of 1950), seem to be less interested in 
getting rid of the British bases than in 
procuring further. supplies of armaments. 


Ministers’ Recommendations 


It is interesting to note that the follow- 
ing recommendations were accepted by 
the Arab Foreign Ministers at their meet- 
ing in Cairo before they.dispersed: - 

Participation of the Arab countries 

in the conference at Djakarta, Indonesia, 
early next year to consider Asian and 
African problems; raise funds for 
repairs to the Dome of the Rock in 
Jerusalem; to extend Arab diplomatic 
representation abroad so that there will 
be at least one Arab envoy in every. 
capital of the world; to maintain a watch 
on developments in the dispute between 
Britain and Yemen over the Adén 
Protectorate; submission of a complaint 
by Syria to the Security Council on behalf 
of Jordan, protesting against alleged 
Israeli diversion of the Jordan River; and 
to strengthen tha Jordan Home Guard. 

The Arab Foreign Ministers will be 
meeting again in January to prepare for 


their Prime Ministers’ Conference later 


in the year, The principal effect of the 
decision to participate in the forthcoming 
Asian and African Conference at 
Djakarta is likely to be to give the Arab 
Statesmen an opportunity to spread their 
propaganda in the Far East and, in con- 
sequence, possibly to make more difficult ©

The news that Mr. Evelyn Shuckburgh, 
the Assistant Under-Secretary for Middle 
Eastern Affairs, is to join the British

EDUCATION IN 
ISRAEL 


Creating Community Out 
of Diversity

Dr. Pinchas Rosenbluth, Principal 
of the Religious Section of Mikveh 
Yisroel Agricultural Secondary School, 
near~ Tel Aviv, 
who is a cousin 
of the Israeli

- The speaker said that in his section of 
Mikveh Yisroel they had had the experi- 
ence of educating many different elements 
of Jewish youth from various countries, 
and they. could state today that there 
was no difficulty in forming a community 

of all the different youth. 


Knowledge and Character 


Owing to various conditions in the 
State, he continued, the family had little 
influence in moulding the character of 
youth. The secondary and. primary 
schools concentrated on knowledge and 
had achieved great success in that respect, 
but the education which they imparted 
to youth should not be limited to know- 
ledge. They had to shape their character. 
In that connection the work of the 
various youth movements was of great 
importance. 
Jewish day schools 
added, were one of the most important 
avenues for Jewish education in the 
.Diaspora, because in Britain, as in Israel, 
jt was. not only a question of knowledge 
but ways of creating an atmosphere.

Dr. Rosenbluth, who was born in 
Berlin, is a leader of the Hapoel Hamiz- 
rach? in Israel. He told me in an inter- 
view that the Mikveh Yisroel Agricultural 
Secondary School was the oldest and 
largest agricultural school in the Jewish 
State. It had two’ sections—religious and 
non-religious. Of the two, the religious 


section—-with 300 pupils—was the. larger. 
' Half. of them joined the school at the 


age of 14 from the Higher Secondary 
Schools in Israel and, together with the 
children attending the non-religious 


section, were prepared for the matricula- 


tion. examination, 

Over half the pupils of the religious 
section of the school, he went on, had 
come from. different countries abroad-— 
from within the framework of - Youth 
Aliyah or from new settlements in Israel. 

Before his arrival in Britain Dr. Rosen- 
bluth spent some time in Switzerland 
studying educational methods. During 
his stay here, largely through the instru- 
mentality of the British Council, he has 
visited a number of non-Jewish as well 
as Jewish. educational! establishments.

The Allocations Committee of the 
Conference on Jewish Material Claims 
Against Germany has been meeting 
here to consider applications for allo- 
cations in 1955 and to submit recom- 
mendations to the Executive and to 
the Board of Directors. ) 
In 1954. the Conference expected to 
receive $9,500,000 from Israel under the 
reparations agreement. When | inquired 
from Conference officials whether this 
money had in fact been received, I was 
informed: “ The Government of Israel 
is co-operating and doimg everything pos- 
sible to meet Hs obiigations.

Between January | and August 31, 1954, 
the Conference received $6,668,571 and 
spent $3,714,469 on general. relief and 
rehabilitation aliocations: $337,234 on 
cultural rehabilitation ; $485,790 on legal 
aid to indigent victims of Nazism through 
the United Restitution Organisation : 
$103,000 towards the cost of the -Israel

ARAB CADETS LEARN 
HEBREW

The daily transmission from Cairo, 
broadcast ‘under. the title of “The 


Voice of the Arabs,” which usually 


contains a great deal of anti-Zionist 
and anti-French material. Jast week 
included a feature about the Egyptian 
Military Academy and the commenta- 
tor emphasised the pan-Arab character 
of the institution, which has admitted 
cadets from seven other Arab 
countries. 

Suddenly, Dr. Ibrahim Hindawi was 
brought to the microphone. I. remem- 
bered him from.the time when he joined 
the Semitic Languages Depariment of the 
Fuad I University, in Cairo. as a serious 
young Muslim student of Hebrew, but 
| could hardly believe my ears when | 
heard him introduced as the teacher ol 
Hebrew at the Academy. 

He then explained in answer to ques- 
tions that Hebrew was taught, as well as 
English and French, in order to prepare 
cadets for the fight~ against. Israel and 
to enable them to find out all about 
internal conditions in Israel by reading 
Hebrew books and listening to Hebrew 
broadcasts from Tel Aviv. 

He brought a cadet from Saudi Arabia 
to the microphone and asked him to 
speak a few words in Hebrew to “ the 
Arab nation.” The cadet managed to 
get through a sentence to the effect that 
if the Arabs could only achieve unity, 
their victory was certain. After a pat 
on the back from his teacher, the sub- 
ject of Hebrew was dropped and cadets 
from Kuwait and Bahrein came forward 
to express their appreciation of Egyptian 
hospitality towards cadets from Arab 
countries without armies or traming 
facilities.

Delivering the second lecture in the 
series “ Halachic Questions in israei.”

Joint 
religious observances, such as Chanucah- 
Christmas, and Easter-Passover, are in 
our opinion no less a breach of the prin- 
ciple of separation of Church and State 
and violate the conscience of many _reli- 
gious persons, Jews and Christians alike.” 

The memorandum adds that where reli- 
gious holiday. observances are neverthe- 
less held in public schools, Jewish chil- 
dren have a right to refrain from taking 
part. The complications yinvolved in 
non-participation, especially in towns 
where there is only a small Jewish com- 
munity, are the subject of inquiries 
brought to the attention of the Council 
and the N.C.R.A.C. 

The Anti-Defamation League of the 
B'nai B'rith, on the other hand, is of a 
different. opinion. Such festivals as 
Christmas and Chanucah “and other 
observances which have national and cul- 
tural histories, offer a unique opportunity 
to demonstrate the cultural pluralism of 
the United States,’ it. contends, adding: 
“Such celebrations in the schools do not 
violate the principle of separation of 
Church and. State as long as they do not 
spill over into. religious indoctrination. 
Furthermore, they serve, in the educa- 
tional process, to promote democratic 
and ‘spiritual values. Such. occasions 
greatly serve the schools’ function. of 
giving to all the children a conception 
of all the aspects of the Society of which 
we are apart.” | 


Mutual Respect 


Stating that serious questions have 
been raised concerning the propriety of 
joint Christmas-Chanucah observances, 
and even of Christmas festivals alone 
within schools, the A.D.L. contends that 
* pursued with caution and due regard 
for the desires of children and their 
parents, such joint Christmas-Chanucah 
festivals—if they avoid religious indoc- 
trination—are valuable inter-cultural 
experiences.

PROPOSALS TO SOLVE 
REFUGEE PROBLEM 
Discussions in Geneva 
By a Correspondent 
The . Advisory Committee of the 
High Commissioner for Refugees last 
week held its Fifth Session in Geneva. 


It was by far the most crucial session 
of this Committee, which consists of 


representatives of 15 nations. 


The 15 countries have been selected by 
the Economic and Social Council on the 
basis of their interest and experience in 
matters concerning refugees. Five of the 
1S are not members of the United 
Nations—Austria. Western Germany, 
ltaly, Switzerland, and the Holy See. 
The conference unanimously elected the 
representative of Israel, Dr: M. Kahany, 
as Chairman (the first time that an Israel 
has presided over an tmportant U-N. 
body) and, with a touch of irony, the 
German representative, Vice-Chairman. 

While previous sessions were called by 
the High Commissioner to ask for advice 
On specific matters connected with his 
work, the Committee this time was 


charged with important tasks by the 


General Assembly itself. It was to fix 
target figures for a fund which, for the 
remaining four years of the High Com- 
missioners mandate, should provide not 
only emergency felief for difficult. cases, 
but to discuss permanent solutions of the 
refugee problem in Europe, 

Contrary to fears expressed earlier, the 
Advisory Committee fulfilled its task 
“smoothly. speedily: and without friction. 
It decided unanimously to ask Ecosoc 
to extend its own terms of reference. 

The Committee also considered 
detailed plans proposed by the High 
Comnussioner for permanent solutions of 
refugees in. Austria, Germany, and 
gg and some tentative projects for 

taly. 

At a secret session the Advisory Com- 
mittee asked more specific questions and, 
after receiving replies, gave its approval 
to the broad outlines of the scheme 
and to the target figure for the first year 
of $4,200,000. The American and British 
delegates had some reservations, but on 
the whole it appeared that good progress 
had been made and that the attitude of 
Britain and the Uniied States had become 
more constructive.

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ANTI-ISRAELI POSTERS 
_ Misguided Action: Sympathy Forfeited 


the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—I have read with somewhat 
mixed feelings in your last week’s issue 
that posters purported to come from 
the “Committee for the Defence of 
Orthodox Jewry, London,” have been 
affixed recently to walls and hoardings 
in many parts of London alleging 
brutality and ill-treatment of Orthodox 
Jews by the Israeli police and others.

has rendered convincing proof of what 
the U.S.A. High Commissioner, Mr. 
James B. Conant. has just called “ the 
political maturity and the sense of 
responsibility of the West Berlin popula- 
tion.”’ Personally, 1 think that the 
reaction of the Berliners to the ugly 


events in the Sportspalast is more 
valuable, as a symptom. of _ their 
democratic spirit, than. any German 


Government action would have been. 
May TI, Sir, in this connection, query 
the validity of the statement in the last 
sentence of that leader? You. speak, 
quite critically, of “‘ the handful of Jews 
who, despite everything, continue to live 
within its (Germany's) borders.” In 
point of fact, in West Berlin alone (that 
is, outside the Soviet sector) there live 
more than 4.000 Jews, and that ts much 
more than in the whole of Holland or 
of Norway, or many other lands. There 


‘are many reasons. why they decided to 


return to Germany. and a serious inquiry 
into this matter might lead to results 
which would not be entirely pleasant for 
the Jewish communities of those countries 
where they have found temporary refuge 
and where, in many cases. advantage 
has been taken of their frail sociological 
status, In saying this. I do. of course, 
not want to minimise the valuable service 
which you render by giving prominence 
to reports of neo-Nazi activities when- 
ever they occur, lest they become again 
a real menace to Jewry.

NEXT Sunday evening we shall kindle in

of Judaism was miraculously preserved from 
extinction in a world of pagan darkness, 
until it again shone forth brightly in the 
Temple rededicated to God's worship.

Festival of Lights has continued to illumine 
every Jewish household, as ‘succeeding 
generations have resolved to renew the flame 


of religious faith in the sacred lamps and’ to 


hand on the torch undimmed to their chil- 
dren. It was their ardent devotion to their 
ancestral traditions that inspired the heroes 


and martyrs of Maccabean times, old and 
Led by the aged MATTATHIAS,.

These 
gatherings are certain te bring abundance of 
happiness to all concerned, and their pro- 
ceeds will enable the less fortunate, both at 
home and overseas, to share in the joy of 
If we think of the significance

THE ELDERLY VICTIMS 


THE failure of the West German Govern- 
ment to implement speedily the Federal 
programme to indemnify victims of Nazism, 
many of them elderly and sick Jews without 
the possibility of earning a livelihood, is in 
large measure due to the unsympathetic and 
obstructive attitude of the many ex-Nazis in 
key posts who, not unnaturally in view of 
their past affiliations, are not anxious to 
forward any measure which is likely to 


_ benefit their former opponents. The concern 


felt, even in Germany, over this deplorable 
development, has been convincingly demon- 
strated in the Bundestag, where (as reported 
elsewhere in this issue) representatives of all 
parties joined in the general condemnation of 
the Government's dilatory policy and 


’ demanded that the Federal Chancellor, Dr. 
ADENAUER, take over personal responsibility — 
for the settlement of indemnification claims — 
_ instead of relying on the somewhat doubtful 
good will of the various State Governments. — 


_ This is a matter in which time is the all- 
important factor, for already 25 per cent of 
all the victims of Nazism in Bavaria, for 


example, have died without receiving any. 


form of compensation for their persecution 
during the HITLER era, And experts estimate 


that at the present rate it will be 20 years 


before all compensation claims are dealt ‘with. 


The Bonn authorities cannot plead hardship 


as a reason for being unable to meet their 


obligations.. No country has. made—thanks . 


largely to American. aid---a more remarkable 
post-war recovery in the industrial sphere. 
And, like the Austrians, the Germans seem 


to have gone out of their way to rehabilitate » 
_ex-Nazis (there appears to be no shortage of . 


funds for this) and to ensure that dependants 


of HITLER'S supporters receive adequate 


pensions, Why, then, should there be this 


continued discrimination against hapless 
people. who, in the evening of their lives, 


surely deserve some compensation for their 
years of misery and humiliation ? ae 


Only Dr. ADENAUER can supply the answer. 
Because of his good will and his genuine 
desire to atone, as far as is humanly possible, 
for the shocking crimes of the Nazis, a 
reparations agreement was concluded with 
Israel which has enabled the -latter State to 
make considerable progress in industry and 
other fields. It is evident from recent develop- 
ments that only the CHANCELLOR’S personal 
intervention can persuade the Bonn bureau- 


crats to succour individual victims of Nazism | 
before they are beyond requiring assistance. 


CONTEMPTIBLE METHODS 


THE very un-Sabbatarian clamour that has 


again risen to disturb the peace of Jerusalem — 


has been under discussion both in the Israeli 
Cabinet and in the Jerusalem Muncipality. 
Members of the Neturei Karta, the ultra- 
Orthodox group, especially seem to have been 
busy, forcefully trying to restrain a number 


_ of vehicles—including a United Nations jeep 
from proceeding on the Sabbath, It is open 


to question whether forceful> interference 
with vehicles on the Sabbath, or stone- 
throwing, or demonstrations against a 
children’s club on that day, even if: it is 
accused of “irreligion,” are not themselves 
a profanation, but at least it is satisfactory 
to know that some attempt is being made in 
Israel] to bring peace into the situation. Not 
so satisfactory, however, is the way in which 


unknown persons in London have (as we 
reported last week) imported the quarrel 


here and have caused outrageous posters to 
be pasted on to private property, at dead 


of night, accusing the Israeli authorities 


of, among other things, perpetrating 
* pogroms ” on their fellow-Jews. Handbills 
bearing the same wording were distri- 
buted also. In addition, and perhaps not by 


the same hands but equally anonymously, - 


although purporting to come from an “ anti- 
reform’ group, a viciously worded printed 
handbill was produced attacking the CHIEF 
OF ISRAEL over the question of 
the proposed Supreme Religious Centre in 
Jerusalem. The despicable and contemptible 
method of the anonymous attack must have 


a boomerang effect, for, if one were to judge 


only by the letters received by this paper, 
some of which are printed on page 16, it 
is certain to alienate all decent opinion. 


HEBREW PRONUNCIATION 


THE question of how Hebrew should be 
pronounced, now that there is a living, grow- 
ing language in Israel, has again been brought 


into the open by the Rev. I. Levy, minister 


of the Hampstead Synagogue and Senior 
Jewish Chaplain to the Forces. In his plea (as 
reported elsewhere in this issue) for the official 


adoption of the Sefardi (or Israeli) pronuncia- 
tion, he returns to the charge with more than 
personal feeling, as it was originally through 
a discussion on the Hampstead Synagogue 


- practice over two years ago that the CHIEF 


Raps produced a ruling that the Ashkenazi 
pronunciation should be retained as _ the 
official one for Hebrew in the synagogues and 
classes within his jurisdiction. Indeed, Rabbi 
BRODIE reiterated his view earlier this year 
when, in the course of a discussion after he 
had given an address at a meeting of the Brit 
Ivrit Olamit (the World Hebrew Union)— 
whose proceedings are conducted in Modern 
Hebrew—he said he could see no grounds at 


the. present moment for changing the 
_Ashkenazi dialect used in the synagogues. 


When the matter first achieved prominence, 
in August, 1952, we stated that “ considerable 
doubt exists whether this constitutes a specifi- 
cally religious question.such as requires an 
official ruling. from the CHIEF RABBI. ... 
Nor is it any easier to discover how the ruling 


that has been given can help towards solving. | 
philological problems.” We see no reason for 


departing from that attitude. The facts are 
that the modern pronunciation, which 
approximates to.Sefardit, is the one, which is 
in use in the Jewish State (no matter how 


much district “ dialects’? may differ in the - 


course of time), that it has essential differences 
from the Ashkenazit of the synagogues that 
tend to remove it from the mere field of 


.“ dialect,” and that it is a growing force in 
the contacts maintained by Jewish communi- 
ties everywhere, If Jews are to maintain those | 


contacts, then they should be able to adopt 
the easiest form of communication—the 
spoken word—and they can only do that if 
they can follow the growing language. The 
place to learn-it is.in the classes, and there- 
fore there should be no bar now on the 


_ adoption of Sefardit as a medium of instruc- 
tion of the children. 


CONFUSION OF THOUGHT 


Since the recent debate in the House of 
Commons, when approval was given to 
‘German rearmament, much unjust criticism 
has been directed against Jewish M.P.s for 
the course they took on that occasion. It 
has been wrongly asserted by a number of 


people that it was the duty of all Jewish 
M.P.s—just because they were Jews, and 
Jews were the main victims of Nazi bar- 


barity—to vote against the agreement on 
Western Europe that involved German 


rearmament. Actually, it will be remem- 
bered, all except one of the Jewish M.P.s 
abstained from voting on this issue. In this 
action they followed the line of policy that 
had been decided upon by the Parliamentary 
Labour Party, of which they are members. 
Incidentally, it is well known that some of 
the members of that Party-—both Jews and 
non-Jews—who thus abstained from voting 


have been and still are strongly opposed to _ 


German rearmament. (Others, again, argue 


that the best way to prevent the re-emergence — 


of Nazism is by admitting Germany into the 


‘community of Western nations-as an equal.) 


Be that as it may, however, these members 


obviously felt that their right and proper 


course, having regard to their responsibili- 
ties for the effective working of British 


_Parliamentary institutions, was to follow the. 
procedure that they did. The matter under 


debate, no matter how it is clouded by 
emotional approaches, was one of general 
international politics and not a specifically 
Jewish issue. It is quite incorrect to suggest 
that in this instance, so far as the Jewish 
M:P.s were concerned, any question could 
arise of religious conscience, as it might 
very well do on such a question, say, as the 
threat to shechita. In these circumstances it 
was their bounden cuty to vote or act not 


qua Jews but in their capacity as repre-— 


sentatives of their constituents with a respon- 
sibility to their country as a whole. And 
that precisely is the way in which they 
correctly interpreted their obligations. The 
ignorant and ill-advised criticism to which 
they have been subjected apparently arises 
from a confusion of thought regarding the 
working of democratic institutions in this 
country.

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TWO FAITHS 


The Parting of the Ways: Judaism 
Rise of Christianity, By THe A 
COHEN. Lincolns-Prager: World Con. 
gress (British Section). 3s. 6d.

Of the five chapters which make up this 
book the first four deal with what the author 
in his preface calls “Judaism between the 
Testaments,” that is, the development of Jewish 
thought and teaching from about the time of 
Ezra to that of Hillel. The subject covered by 


and the 


the title of the book is scarcely so much as 


touched on till the last chapter. The point jg 
a smal! one but is not without importance 
because the reader if not warned may for some 
time be bewildered by the apparent lack of 


connection between what he reads and the 


supposed subject of the book. 

However, under whatever title, Dr. Cohen 
has. produced a very useful introduction. to 
what may be called the Judean period of 
Jewish history, of which the appearance on the 
scene of Jesus of Nazareth was certainly not 
the least notable phenomenon. Within its brief 
compass the work is remarkably comprehen- 
sive, having something of interest to say on 
practically all the great movements—religious. 
cultural, and political—which distinguish the 
period. For the sake of completeness. how- 
ever, it might have been well to add a few 
words on the Samaritans, although they stood 


only. .on the fringe of the Jewish people, — 


Naturally in the space at his disposal Dr. Cohen 
has to deal. very sketchily with most of his 


subjects, and he sometimes expresses himself 


more dogmatically than the evidence warrants, 
The Judean period had been the subject of 
intensive study on the part of Christian writers, 


mostly, as might. be expected, from the point 
. Of view that it culminated in the advent of 
_ Jesus. 


Naturally Dr. Cohen does not. accept 
this view, and the feverish Jewish activity. of 
the period interests him primarily as a struggle 
The principal coniribu- 
tion to this he finds to have been made by 
the development of the Oral Law, but a! the 


other Jewish activities were directed to the 


same end. This is the underlying thought which 
gives unity to the work and connects subjects 
$0 apparently diverse as “the impact of Persia 


and Greece and “ Parties in Judea both with. 


one another and with the rest of the work. 


School of Scribes 


Dr. Cohen traces the intellectual! activity of © 


the time along two main lines. One was .the 
preservation of the Jewish heritage of the past, 
chiefly by means of the formation. of the canon 
and the formulation of the Oral Law. This 
was the work of the men known as Soferim or 
Scribes, who worked mainly as a schoo! and 
were very chary of uttering anything for 
which they could not find authority in tradition. 
The other line was that of original !rterary 
composition, always under the inspiration and 
sometimes in conscious Or uNCcONscioUs imitation 
of the older, sacred writings but. bearing the 
stamp of the author's individuality, though 
very rarely his name. Most of these works, 
though marked by deep piety and conformity 
with tradition, were not included by the Soferim 
in the canon. Consequently, though written in 


Hebrew. the originals of them (save for the 


Book of Sira) have perished, and they have 
come down to. us only in Greek transiations. 
For this reason they have always been better 


known to the Christian than to the Jewish world. — 


One must therefore thank Dr. Cohen for having 
in his third chapter, on “the literature of the 
period,” dealt with the Apocrypha. and_the 
Pseudepigraphic writings in some detail, with 
copious extracts, and this chapter should be of 
special interest to Jewish readers. 


Incidentally Dr. Cohen points out how these 


writings often anticipated in a striking manner 
the teaching of Jesus recorded in the Gospe's, 
and this leads him to discuss: the question 
Whether Jesus did infact propound any new 
doctrine containing non-Jewish elements. He 
seems to incline to the view: of Dr. [ravers 


Herford, that the essential difierence between 


Jesus and the Pharisees concerned not the con 
tent of the law but the spirit in wich |} was 
accepted. For the Pharisees the . ultimate 
criterion was obedience to tradition and 
authority, for Jesus it was the voice of his own 
conscience, though there was not necessaril) 
any conflict between the two. It is easy [0 see 
how. this precedent. might, in course of 
lead to a “ parting of the ways,” though Jesus 
himself never seems to have thought ol such 
a thing. 

How and when then did the ~ parting of the 
ways” come about? Dr. Cohen naturally finds

by Paul between the Jewish followers of Jesus, 
whom he required to remain in obedience 0 
the law, and the Gentile followers whom he did 
not require to accept it. Further than this, 
however, he does not take us, except [0 Say 
that “ obviously it was only a matter of time 
before one of the sections would predominate 
and oust the other "—which perhaps wis not 
so obvious before the event as it Is Now.

HOSE of us who can still 

remember the Chanucah 

celebrations of our child- 
hood will recall the quiet and serene 
character of the festival, the homely 
and tranquil atmosphere surround- 
ing the solemn occasion of kindling 
the lights. The spirit of merriment 
which was once an outstanding 
feature of the Purim festival was 
completely missing on Chanucah. 
The gleam of the steady 
Chanucah lights was the symbol of 
the miraculous event of a distant 
bygone day. It was not until the 
arrival of the Jewish national move- 
ment of our time that the place of 
Chanucah as a national festival, 
based on the victorious uprising 
of the Maccabees, was restored. 


Ghetto Life Not Always Gloomy 


But the Jews of the ghettoes used 
to celebrate Chanucah with a great 
deal of joy and mirth. It would be 
wrong to assume that life in the ghetto 
was always sombre and gloomy. Israeli 
Abrahams rightly asserts, in his out- 
standing book “Jewish Life in the 
Middle Ages ” (1932), that “ there can 
be no greater mistake than to imagine 
that the Jews allowed their sufferings 
to blacken their life or cramp their 
optimism.” The reverse was the case. 
The Jew had many festive oppor- 


tunities throughout the year to make 


up for the troubles and sorrows of 
day-to-day life. And he took advan- 
tage of the many festive occasions as 


‘they came along. The average Jew,

The line between religion and 
daily life was not so strictly drawn 
as In modern times, and so an occasion 
for merriment and a joyous, cheerful 
mood offered itself on the days of 
Chanucah.

the rabbinical authorities of the day 


did not restrain the feeling of natural 
rejoicing on festival days. 


On the 
contrary, they encouraged legitimate 
rejoicing as much as they could within 
the festive seasons. Thus, for instance, 
do we hear from the author of the 
ethical treatise “Sefer Hassidim 
Katan” (fifteenth century) that on 
such days as Purim and Chanucah 
“one should rejoice for God's sake.”

The character of Chanucah, which 


commemorates the great. miracle of 
deliverance of the few from the hands 
of the many. made it appear appro- 
priate to celebrate the occasion with 
much mirth and many kinds of indoor 
amusements. One of the popula? 
features of merrymaking in those days 
was the widespread custom among 
Jews of dressing up and masquerading, 
which was first introduced among the 
Jews from. the general 
community. 

Next came the wandering Jewish 


jesters, the jokesmiths,” and al! types 


of merrymakers, who travelled far and 


wide, helping the crowds, with wit 


and fun, to enjoy the festive occasions. 
We also hear of wandering yeshiva 
bachurim, a counterpart to the 
Christian “wandering students 


(scholares vaganti), who formed them- 


selves’ inte’ troupes together with 
clowns, buffoons, actors, singers, and 
musicians, and whom we meet in many 
ghettoes during Purim or Chanucah, 
doing their. best to entertain and 
amuse Jewish audiences. | 


- Developed from Miracle Play 


On Chanucah all kinds of plays were 
performed. It seems that the original 
Charucah play sprang from. the 
medieval Christian allegorical play. 


the “miracle piay,” which. presented 


a version of the Bible stories, besides 
many legends. The earliest example 
of such a play in the Jewish vernacular 
may be traced as far back as the four- 
teenth century. A play in an Old 
Yiddish version, called Zemer 
’'Chanucah,” is known fromthe 
fifteenth century. Another, from the 
beginning of the sixteenth century and 
known as the “Dispute between 


Chanucah and the other festivals,” was 


performed or recited to the tune of. 
ihe very popular German folk-poem 
“ Herzog Ernst,” widely: known and 
often sung in the ghettoes. | 

More popular Chanucah plays and 
songs have come down to us from the 
seventeenth and the beginning of the 
eighteenth centuries. At that time it 
became customary on Chanucah in 
the Jewish ghettoes to produce bur- 
lesque plays and Biblical dramas 
originating from Biblical stories, which 


games 


were also performed on Purim. To 
this we have the testimony of 
Johannes Schudt, a German writer 
who lived at the end of the seventeenth 
century in Frankfort-on-Main, in 
his “ Juedische Merkwuerdigkeiten.” 
Schudt says that in his day the 
dramatic performances on Chanucah 
in the ghetto of Frankfort lasted for 
a full eight days. In order to make 
up for the loss on Friday and Satur- 
day, when there were no plays, two 
additional days of performance were 
added on the first two weekdays 
immediately following the end of the 
festival. | 

At’ our forefathers’ festive tables 
there was much singing and many 
were played. By custom, 
poetic riddles were posed, as well as 
puzzles in the form of Hebrew 
acrostics, arithmetical tricks, and 
quaint intellectual quips which offered 
a pleasant form of recreation to some 
scholars. Witty yeshiva bachurim 
recited Chanucah parodies and various 


satirical poems, with much display. . 


They also played on words with great 


skill and produced calembours, called’ 


MANS (Katoves) in Yiddish. 
Megiliat Chanucah 


Some of the popular literature 
describing the history of the festival 


was widely read during Chanucah. 


The “Antiochus Scroll” 720) 
(DISTMIN a book dating from the 
Gaonic times and containing a great 
deal of legendary lore about’ the 
victorics of the Maccabees over 
Antiochus Epiphanes, was a favourite. 
Another popular book was the 
* Megillat Chanucah,” printed round 


about 1580 and being in essence a 


compilation from the Book of the 
Maccabees. number of other 
popular treatises and books were also 
published in Yiddish, among them, in 
the eighteenth century FAN 
Zos Chanucah’ bichi ”); which 
extols the delivery of the Jews from 
the hands. of their enemies and also 
recounts the story of Judith. - 

As in days gone by, Chanucah today 
has again become a joyous festival, 
full of meaning and purpose, in the 
Jewish national survival, recallisg the 
great deeds of' the ancient days which 
opened up a new and glorious era in 
the history of the Jewish people.

SYNAGOGAL SILK HATS 


By A. B. LEVY 


OL NIDREI dinner jackets 
and dress suits, black ties, 
and. white waistcoats have 


been discussed avidly of late, but 
there has been very little mention | 
of headwear. 
There was, however, the sight of. 


a silk-hatted congregation in the 
early-Victorian engraving of 
the New Synagogue, Bishopsgate, 
reproduced on the front page of 
this journal some time ago. . 
Three exceptions to the generality 
of silk hats are seen in the engraving. 
They are three-cornered hats worn by 
the officiants; and this official cling- 
ing to a traditional style exemplifies 
Jewish reluctance to. change old habits. 
Though the congregation. adopted the 


Rineteenth-century high hat, the minis- 


ler, reader, and beadle retained. the 
eighteenth-century. tricorn. Nowadays 
a“ \opper”’ is rarely seen in the body 
Of a synagogue, but in “the box ” 
three shining zylinders—as the Ger- 
man and Yiddish languages delight- 
Tully call. them—-proclaim that 
honorary officers are required: by con- 
gregational. minhag..to. prolong last 
Century's style. 


Beadles’ High Hats 


In Ashkenazi congregations the 
icorn of the minister and the chazan 
gave way to a biretta about the middle 
of last century, but the Shammas has, 
iN Many cases, assumed a high hat. 
Among Sefardim the silk hat has been 
adopted by both Hazan and Shammash 
and is worn today by the Haham. A 
keen advocate of its revival as the 
headwear of all who attend synagogue, 
Mr. Raphael de Sola has written about 

ardi synagogue garb, including the 
transition from the officiants’ three- 
Cornered hats to their present silk hats. 

It is said,” he remarks, “that on 
4 Shabbat afternoon one very hot 
summer's day, during the latter part 
Or the last century, the Hazan, who 


was robing prior to reading Minha at 
Bevis Marks, thought that the wig was 
too uncomfortable to wear in such hot 
weather: and being in a temper as 
a result of the weather, threw the wig 
out of the window into Heneage Lane. 
This. reverend gentleman, however, 
found that his three-cornered hat, 
made to fit over a wig, was far too 
large, so that he was obliged to 
officiate in his ordinary silk hat; and 
this was the origin of our clergy’s 
wearing the hat that they do. today. 
No doubt it looked just. as strange 
‘worn with robes at that time, as would 
a bowler or felt hat with robes today.” 


Knee-breeches and Stockings 


The Haham, Dr. Gaon, has retained 
the silk hat he wore as a Hazan. 
The last Haham, Dr. Gaster, wore a 
high velvet cap, which had been intro- 
duced by Haham Artom, whose 
predecessor, Haham Raphael Meidola, 
wore a three-cornered hat, The tricorn 
is worn to- this day, Mr. de Sola 
reminds us, by the Haham, Dayanim, 
and Hazanim in Amsterdam. They 
also wear Knee-breeches and stock- 
ings—like many a Polish chassid.” 

Mr. de Sola, together with some of 


his fellow-Sefardim, wears full evening - 


dress on the Day of Atonement. A 
stickler for synagogal dignity, he has 
criticised the part-removal of coats 
for the adjustment of tefillin—to avoid 
this he has invented zip sleeves. The 
folding of the tallit to the dimensions 
of a scarf—instead of draping it round 
the body like a robe—-he has con- 
demned as “slovenly.” 

And. outside the synagogue, he has 
been regarded as the  best-dressed 
stockbroker in the city and the best- 
dressed yachtsman at Cowes. He has 
about fifty hats and nearly as many 
suits. He named one of his yachts 
the “ Purim.”

To return to silk hats: at the Great

What Mr. de Sola thinks of this does 
not bear imagining. 
Barmitzvah celebrations, too, bring 
out the high hats, and one is some- 
times placed on the -head of the 
celebrant. The writer remembers 
being accoutred on his thirteenth 
birthday in a mortar. board (or 
“ college-boy”” hat) and Eton jacket, 
which were the Barmitzvah fashion of 
the time and place, despite the lads’ 


lack of association with any college. 


The variety of synagogal headgear, 
and of Jewish costume in general, has 
been vast, historically, but not quite 
as vast as the variegated history of 
this wandering people would suggest. 
For the Jew's aversion from change 
made him carry fashions from one 
country to another and also made him 
retain the styles of the people among 


whom he dwelt long after those people 


had discarded them. 

_ The Poles, for instance, copied the 
soft hat and short coat of the Ger- 
mans, but the Orthodox: Polish Jews 
clung to their spodek and zhibitze 
(high fur cap and long coat), which 
some replaced on the Sabbath with 
the sable-trimmed streimel and the silk 
kaftan or kapote that covered black 
knee-breeches and white stockings and 
resembled the fashion of the old 
Polish nobility. He who adopted the 
modern stvle was, by his. fellow-Jews, 
derisively called a“ Deutsch” and 
almost considered an apostate; while 
the Russian Government,. in 1845, 
tried, without success, to compel every 
Jew to adopt German garb, and later 


taxed him five roubles a year if he. 


wore a varmulke, | 
Compulsory Jew-hat 


The ways of the nations with the 
Jew have been strange indeed. In the 
Middle Ages they had forced him to 
wear a distinctive hat.. The Judenhut 
was yellow in England, green in 
Prussia, and red or yellow jn France. 

The emancipated Jews of today may 
wear the hat of their choice, and most 
of them, like their neighbours, choose 
to wear none at all. 

Last century’s Jewish old clo’ 
men regularly wore two top hats at a 
time. Today about the only Jews 
who wear even one are Spanish and 
Portuguese ministers and some beadles 
and boards of management in both 
Sefardi and Ashkenazi synagogues. 

But who knows—where fashion 
is concerned ? Curly-brimmed 
‘Edwardian bowlers, as weil as many- 


coloured waistcoats, have reappeared 


on the streets of London, silk hats

Grassmere Lodge, 
Edgar Road, was equipped as a syna- 
gogue and was consecrated by the Rev. 
S. Levy, of London, The first minister 
was the Rev. Mr. Fogelnest. During 
the First World War only a few Jewish 
civilians remained in the town, and the 
services of Mr. Fogelnest had, because 


of congregational finances, to be dis- - 


pensed with. But because of the number 
of Jewish Servicemen stationed in the 
district, religious services were arranged 
and were conducted by the Rev. Mr. 
Shandel, of Ramsgate. After the war 
the congregational fortunes revived.

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OPTIMISTIC THOUGHTS ON EDUCATION 


By Dr. J. J. SLOTKI 


HE other day a _ young 


‘man, whose features seemed | 


vaguely familiar, came into 

my office leading by the hand his 
little daughter, whom he brought to 
enrol as a new pupil. Where had 
I seen that face before? In a 
classroom somewhere, years ago. 
. . . Ah, yes, of course, I remem- 
bered. An old pupil of mine. It 
all came back to me, even his name. 
We got talking about old times, and 
1 remarked sadly: “If only we 
could produce today some of the 
educational results we succeeded in 
producing when you were a boy!” 
He smiled and said: “This is 


exactly what you used to tell us in 
those days!” 


And I realised. with certain 


amount of satisfaction, how. right he 


was, and I was thankful to him for 
reminding me. | 
For is it not-true that we are per- 


petually harking back to our memories | 


of the good old days? Do we not.all 
cast a wistful glance along the vista 
of fleeting time and regret the days 
that have gone and that seem to our 
fading memories to have been so 
much better than those we live in ? 


> Parents’ Cheder Days 


Speak to some of the parents of 
today who have forgotten the stark 
realities of educational conditions in 
their childhood, and they will wax 


‘eloquent about the vast erudition and 


scholarship which they imbibed in 
their. cheder days, the long hours 
they spent on Hebrew. studies—four 


hours each evening, lessons. on, Shab- 
bat, Sundays twice a day, morning 
and afternoon—besides shool -evers 


morning and mincha during the lunch 


hour. Those were the days! 

But were they ? Was not Hebrew 
education at that time one long 
uninterrupted struggle between parents 
and children, teachers and pupils, one 
side .coercing. the other. eternally 
dodging ? What percentage of: the 
children willingly put in all the atten- 
dances required of them ? What per- 
centage was not. guilty of truancy? 
And how many stayed on even after 
the. age of 11 or 12—let alone after 


Barmitzvah—-when they had entered 


a grammar school ? . 

And what of teachers and their 
qualifications ? Of methods? © Of 
discipline ? Were good teachers more 
plentiful or more easily obtainable ? 
Were they better trained or . better 
equipped? . Who. will forget . the 
perennial struggles between the old 
Rebbe who could not speak English 
and the voung English-born Jewish 
boy who failed to respect the hoary 
head or to appreciate the beauties of 
the great literature he was being 
taught to repeat parrot-wise, one word 
in Hebrew and one in English ? Who 
does not remember the harsh treat- 


ment, the blows, the free fights, that 


were so much of a commonplace in 


the cheder of the good old days ? 


If today teaching hours are shorter, ° 


if school life is much abbreviated, syl- 
labuses considerably truncated, there 
is at least less of the struggle between 
teachers and taught, less hostility. less 
repression, There is a. wholesome 
atmosphere of friendly co-operation, 
a happy feeling of mutual trust, a 
to learn. Children no 
longer crawl like snails unwillingly to 
cheder. They like coming. 
Critics’ Figures Challenged 


Critics complain that a large per- 
centage of our children do not receive 
If we 
exclude the girls, who were sufficiently 
sadly neglected even in the olden days, 
am prepared to. challenge their 
figures. Let us take a representative 
large industrial city (Leeds). 

Here, of 1,720 Jewish children of 
schoo! age, some 1,000 are receiving, 
in one form or another, a Hebrew 
education, within the network of the 
Jewish Education Board's classes, 
while between 150 and 200 are taught 
by private teachers. Of the remaining 
500 or 600 about half are under six 
years of age, and the other half over 


The problem, therefore, is mainly 
pre-primary and post-primary educa- 
tion. In other words, one of nursery 
schools and higher places of learning. 

In both these spheres modern 
Anglo-Jewry has made strides which 
to an earlier generation would have 
seemed impossible. How many 


nursery schools, how many Jewish 
primary schools and_ secondary 
schools have sprung up all over the 
country In the past few years! Jewish 
learning now flourishes in places that 


- were almost void not only of Jewish 


culture and beliefs, but also of actual 
Jews, not so long ago. : 


Impact of Israel 


And then there is the impact of the 
State of Israel. What profound and 
unforeseeable effects this may vet have 
on the life and thought of Diaspora 
Judaism ! 

Each generation has its own prob- 
lems to face. That the Jewish people 
have survived despite many. persecu- 
tions is proof enough that _ past 
generations have faithfully done their 
duty. Today, there are still many 
problems to be resolved, and these are 
being tackled with the same faith that 
animated our forebears. We of. the 
present generation have a great heri- 
tage to pass on and our teachers are 
fully mindful of their. tremendous 
responsibility. They. know that the 
past. the present, and the future of 
Judaism is there before them.in every

The Forestry Commission has estab- 
lished five residential training schools, 
where selected men, who must be British 
subjects, obtain free training, board and 
lodging, and are given certain allowances, 
At the end of the two-year course suc- 
cessful studenis obtain the Foresters’ 
Certificate, which allows them to qualify 
for posts with the Forestry Commission, 


in. private forestry, or in the Colonial 


Forestry Service. | 

Entry to these schools is usually for 
men from 19 to 30 years of age; appli- 
cations are also considered from younger 


men. Candidates who possess a General 


Certificate of Education or equivalent 
with passes at the Ordinary Level in 
three ‘subjects, including English and 
mathematics, are exempt. from....ihe 
entrance examination. They must also 
take up forestry employment until the 
time of entry. 

_ Would-be supervisors must gain promo- 
tion through various grades based on 
merit. Appointments as foresters and 


_foremen rank as established civil servants 


with pension rights and rent-free houses 
or corresponding allowances. | 

University degrees or diplomas in 
forestry are essential for the more senior 
appointments, and full-time degree courses 
are organised at the universities of 
Oxford, Edinburgh, Aberdeen, and the 
Bangor University College of North 
Wales.

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THE NAME MACCABI 


By Rabbi Dr. S. M. LEHRMAN 


NE of the blessings recited 
when kindling the Chanucah 
lights invites comparison 
between the miracles which took 
place “in those days” and those 
which occur “at this time.” Such 
comparisons are not academic by 
nature, for even the unimaginative 
will easily detect the many similari- 
ties which exist between the martial 
events and consequent victories of 
165 B.c.£., and those which resulted 
in the establishment of Medinat 
Israel on May 15 (Tyar 5), 1948. 
There is one comparison, however, 
between “then” and “now” which 
displays a variation in its conception 
and interpretation. This is in the 
name Maccabi. Used in connection 
with Chanucah, it refers to the Has- 
monean family, men known for their. 
priestly piety as well as for their 
bravery ; but to many who use the 
‘term today—especially-in the athletic 
world—it. conjures up visions of 
muscular Jews interested in sport. com- 
peting with Arsenal on the soccer 
ground, a mame possessing but the 
remotest associations with any particu- 
lar religious movement. Are we, there- 
fore, witnessing a misuse of the word 
Maccabi? The word itself has no 
monopoly in the Chanucah event and. 
in fact, its use in that connection has 


always been a theme for discussion. 


among scholars. 
Mentioned in Maccabees 

The word Maccabi is. nowhere to be 
found. in the Talmud, Midrash, or our 
liturgy. We first come across it in the 
Books of the Maccabees . 4). where 
it is used to describe Judah. one of the 
five heroic sons of Mattathias. It was 
the Greek version .of the Apocrypha 
that first gave the name Maccabees to 
those books, which our main, tf 
not our only, authentic source of the 
Chanucah story. Jewish homilists, in 
their desire to Hebraise even words of 
Hellenic origin, were quick to read 
into the four Hebrew letters "220 
the first letters of the rousing battle- 
cry of the Hasmoneans 
*“cONS “who is like unto Thee 
among the gods. O Lord?” — But 
ingenious as this interpretation § cer- 
tainly. is, it did not meet with the 
approval of critical scholarship, which 
also: doubted the affinity detween 
‘254 and the root M235 “to extin- 
guish a fire, so that the word 
should not be Makkabiim,” Macca- 
beans.” but “mekkabim,” extin- 
vuishers ” of Hellenic persecutions. 
renowned — Biblical 


on the Apoerypha is invaluable, con- 
siders also as- far-fetched the theory 
‘that the Hebrew word describing the 
valiant Judah was “the 
general” (from NOY a “ host’), but 
that in the process of Latin and Greek 
transliteration, the letter “ tsaddik.” 
pronounced by: Orientals as a_ soft 
sibilant, was spelt. with a double c, 
thus, hamaccabi. The mistake in 
pronunciation occurred when the two 
letters c were sounded hard instead of 
soft, as they were originally intended 
to be. Not to appear entirely nega- 
tive in his criticism, Kahana suggests 
that the name was spelt with a kuph, 
which would make “ Maccabi” mean 
“the hammerer™ (2PO). Lest this 
theory appear as far-fetched as those 
he severely criticised, he cites the 
examples of Charles Martel, in the 
days of the Emperor Charlemagne, 
who was so called because he was 
considered the “ Hammer” (martel, in 
medieval French) of his enemies. 
Against this hypothesis, another 
profound commentator on the Bible, 


Aaron Kaminka, marshals many objec- 


tions. Nowhere in Hebrew annals is 
a military hero described as a 
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Hamakkabi” 


scholar, 
Abraham Kahana, whose.commentary

weapons are used, as can be seen from 
Jer. hi, 20, where the Hebrew word 
describing the “ maul and weapons of 
war,” with which the nations hostile 
to Israel will be shattered and their 
kingdoms destroyed, jis mappetz 
BQ). Moveover, the very fact that 


Jael, the wife of Heber, grasped a 
hammer (M3pP% with which to knock 
the tent-peg into the forehead of 
Sisera, after his ignominous defeat at 
the hands of Deborah and Barak the 
son of Abinaam (Judges iv, 21), should 
be conclusive proof that a hammer 
used by a defenceless woman in a tent 
against a renowned warrior is not the 
type of weapon soldiers would use 
against a ruthless enemy. | 

Kaminka further proceeds to 
advance four main reasons against 
accepting the theory that “ maccabi” 
means “the hammerer.” Since Judah 
is referred to in the First Book of the 
Maccabees as “Hamakkabi” long 
before the battle took place, it obvi- 
ously cannot be a military distinction. 
In addition, why confer this honour 
on. Judah alone when his other 
brothers valiantiv shared in the 
triumph? -Again. if the. word 
was a martial title, 
then the Greek version should have 
given its translation. since not all. who 
read the LXX and the Apocrypha 
understood: Hebrew. Since, however, 
only a transliteration is given, it could 
not have had all the importance 
attached to it. 

On. philological grounds, likewise, 
Kaminka finds Kahana’s conjecture of 
“the hammerer”” untenable. In view 
of the fact that both in Greek and.in 
Latin the word is always spelt with 
a double c (as it is in Josephus). it 
cannot be the transliteration of the 
kuph, for that letter—in all the 
instances if appears in the Hebrew— 
when rendered into those languages 
is not doubled (cf. the LXX on the 
word Akub in. Ezra ti. 42). It is 
only the letters which 
are doubled. in transliteration, because 
they possess a dagesh ergo, the word 
must be "23% with a -khaph and not 


a kuph. 


David’s Commandos 

Kaminka.. after demolishing the 
hypothesis of Kahana, contends that 
the word is a corrupt abbreviation of 
the word "325% (smakhbanai), one 
of the twelve heroic soldiers in David's 
commando army (yd. Chron. xii, 13). 
It is not beyond the bounds of possi- 
bility that the aged Mattathias may 
have indulged in wishful thinking 
when he added the name of this: 
Davidic warrior to that of his eldest 
son Judah. Jews have always believed 
in the potency of a great name to 
inspire. its bearer to emulate the 
wisdom or daring of the one after 
whom he is named. 

Similar problems exist with regard 
to the name Hasmonean, as well as 


Modin, the stage of the Chanucah 
drama. It is significant that the name 


Hasmonean does not appear in the 
text of: the Apocrypha itself, but 1s 
first popularised in the © Mishna, 
Talmud, and Midrash, whence it came 
down into: our liturgy. Professor S. 
Klein surmises that. the name was not 
only that of the great-grandfather of 


Mattathias but was the common sur- 


name of the whole family. As evidence 
he cites Josephus. who refers to the 
Hasmoneans as the family name, as 
does also the Mishna (Middoth 1, 6° 
where “the sons of the Hasmoneans ~ 
are quoted. There are some who wish 
to identify the word with a place of 
that name in the Negev. near Beer- 
sheba. (Cf. Joshua xv, 26.) 

Professor Klein also discusses the 
correct spelling of the place in which 
Mattathias dwelt. From his researches 
it. would appear that the common 
spelling Modin is inaccurate. It should 
be Modiin (721%). Josephus refers 
to it as Modain. while Eusebius, who 
places it near Lydda. Israel's” great 
modern airport, calls it Madiim, with 
a final mem. Inthe Mishna the name 
occurs twice, both as Modiim and 
Modiit (cf. Pes. ix. 2; Hag. in, 5), but 
in the Yerushalmi text it always 
appears as Modiit. It would seem 
that both pronunciations were current 
among Jews. According to one 
authority, Estoria Parhi, there were 
two different places of that name. One 
called Modiim, 15 miles from Jeru- 
salem, named by the Arabs Mida’ah, 
and the other Modait, or Madua, near 
Beth She‘an.

YIDDISH ACTOR DIES ON 
THE STAGE

While he was taking part in a 
humorous sketch at a concert given. by 
the Clapton Women’s Zionist Society at 
the Clapton Communal Hall on Saturday 
evening Mr. Max Itzcovitch, the Yiddish 
actor and singer, collapsed after a heart 
attack and died almost immediately.

An appeal to THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
to reopen the issue of introducing the 
Israeli pronunciation into the Hebrew 
-and religion classes and into the syna- 
gogues of this country was made by 
the Rev. I. Levy, O.B.E., the Senior 
Jewish Chaplain to H.M. Forces and 
Chairman of the Education Depart- 
ment of the Jewish National Fund, in 
the course of a symposium on “ Israel 
and Jewish Education in the Galut,” 
on Saturday. 

It will be recalled that Mr. Levy intro- 
duced, in 1949, the Sefardi pronunciation 
into the Reading of the Law in the 
Hampstead Synagogue, of which he is 
the minister. This decision was reversed 

in 1952. | 

Py. The symposium, over which Mr, D. 
Silk presided, formed the central part of 
the fourth Oneg Shabbat, organised 
during this season by the Youth and 
Education Department of the J.N.F. at 
the West End Great Synagogue, Dean 
Street,. W.1. 

Dr. 1. S: Fox, Chairman of_ the 
Zionist Federation and of its Day Schools 
Committee, who opened the symposium, 
said that the complete unity of Jewish 
education, Jewish religion, Israel 
could, of course, only be achieved in the 
Jewish State itself. In the Diaspora the 
aim ‘of Jewish “Israeli orientated ” 

education should be to provide the chil- 
dren, and adults. with a knowledge of 
Hebrew, Jewish history (including that of |

Zionism), Jewish literature—both _ reli- 
gious and modern—and to instil into 
them such an interest in and love for 
the Jewish State that would make them 
want to settle there. Neither the old- 
fashioned cheder of the East ‘European 
type with Yiddish, nor the modern 
religion and Hebrew classes with English 
could accomplish that aim, Dr. Fox 
stated. The first was “too narrow ” and 


the latter “‘ too shallow in its content,” 


The only solution was ‘‘a complete and 
comprehensive Jewish education” based 
on day schools, 

Rev. I. Levy, after stating that 
he was “ diametrically opposed’ to the 
conception of making ultimate aliya the 
basis of Jewish education, said that they 
should aim at enabling the youngsters to 
integrate themselves in Jewish life and 
to become conscious Jews. The basis of 
such education must be religious and 
traditional, and its aim should also be 
to imbue the children with an apprecia- 
tion of Jewish history. . Israel. could 
greatly influence all those educational 
aims only if Judaism—with its tradittons 
and festivals—became a living realiiy in 
the Jewish State. | 

Mr. Levy described Hebrew as spoken 
in Israel as the spiritual link between 
Jews inside and outside the Jewish State, 
and: added that it was “ about time that 


we introduced the real pronunciation of — 
Hebrew into the classes and synagogues. 


It would be a. good thing if Tue Jewisu 
CHRONICLE would reopen the subject, to 
which it had given so much prominence 
some time ago.” 

He had never forgiven the Zionist 
Federation, the speaker. went on, for 


having kept silent when the controversy —

over Hebrew pronunciation had raged 
round his head. The prohibiting of 
Sefardi pronunciation in the synagogue 
and its classes, he stated, had been 
a “retrograde step” and the Zionists 
had missed great opportunity by 
having failed to support his initiative. 

Rabbi Dr, S. Schonfeld, Principal of 
the Jewish Secondary School Movement, 
said he did not entirely disagree with 
what the previous speakers had said, but 
he wanted to present the other point of 
view. It was Judaism, he said, that had 
made Israel, and had it not been for the 
“religious fanatics like me” Jewishness 
would have been reduced to fund-raising, 
flag waving, and the singing of Hatikvah. 

The Zionists, he stated, wanted to have 
Israel first: and “‘a bit of Yiddishkeit 
thrown in afterwards.” ‘ 

Dr. Schonfeld said that teaching the 
Bible like literature—and not as a divine 
command—was blasphemy. “* It is better 
to know the Bible in English and obey 
it, than to know it in Hebrew and dis- 
regard it,” he declared. 

The evening was concluded with an. 
artistic programme, in which the Israeli 
singer, Uli Schocken, and the pianist, 
Michael Chazan, took part.

It is a pleasure to be 
come this volume, compiled by a 
group of scholars of the Hebrey 
University at Jerusalem. and intended 
specifically for the use of University 
students taking English as their 
second language, The selections cover 
a wide field—from John Milton to 
Edmund Wilson—and aim at “ pro- 
moting positive values and Criticism 
which may be of help in solving the 
problems of our time,” and to this 
end the selection has been made to 
show “distinguished thinkers grap- 
pling with problems that perpetually 
beset man in society.” 

Thus we see Milton faced with the 
‘problem of the freedom of the printed 
word ; Swift plumbing the very depths 
of human degradation and finding 
little or no comfort; Boswell taking 
pains to record apparently even the 
most trivial remarks of his great 
master on a variety of subjects (and 
how penetrating we find some of these 
trivia to be!); Thoreau laving bare his 
heart on the subject “ Where 1 lived. 
and what I lived for”: John Stuart 
Mill on Liberty; Ruskin. Arnold. 
Butler, and Morris viewing the ‘great 
changes wrought in the civilisation 
around them by the Industrial Revo- 
lution, and each in his own. way 
attempting to find a path through the 
bewildering forest of new and frighten- 
ing ideas and ideals, and a number of 
other great minds dealing with great 
themes. Each selection is prefaced 
by a short introduction, in which is

The reader, even the English- 
speaking reader, finds new, or 
half-forgotten, felicities almost 
every page, and is grateful for them;

SYRIAN DEMILITARISED 
ZONE CONTROVERSY |

JERUSALEM 

A new dispute has arisen over the 
question of authority to deal with 
incidents occurring in the demilitarised 
zone between Israel and Syria. 

The Israelis argue that the zone is out- 
side the purview: of the Syrian-Israeli 
Mixed Armistice Commission, while the 
Syrians take the opposite view. United 
Nations officials here say that, under the 
Armistice Agreement. this matter must be 
decided by the parties concerned. 

At a meeting on Sunday, the Commis- 
sion found that eight Israeli policemen 
had fired on two. Arab farmers at 
Tawafiq. 

Israel boycotted the mecting of the’ 
Commission which, in a resolution, said 
that the presence of Israeli police tn the 
southern demilitarised Zone was a 
flagrant violation of the Armistice Agree- 
ment. It requested the Israeli authori- 
ties to withdraw regular police from the 
zone and to pay compensation to the 
wounded Arab. It also instructed the 
Chairman of the Commission to ensure 
the cessation of “illegal work” by 
Israelis. 

In essence, therefore, the dispute is 
over the ownership of the demilitarised 
zone. The Israelis claim that ‘the terri- 
tory belongs to them although it was 
demilitarised under the terms of the 
Armistice Agreement.
